Thank you for your letter of the 18th and the enclosed RG 60 inventory. Hy interest

and the subject of our previous correepondence was and is the recordings of the Dallas 
police radio broadcasts of the tine of the JFK assassination. 

I do not recall getting from NARS any adequate responce to ny refusal to pay for 
dubs of these recordings because before dumping them and responsibility for them onto 
tlAiiB tli epartmont of Justice had defrauded me of the free copies I was to have received 
in my C.A. 78-0522, combined after filing with No. 0420. The FBI and the appeals office 
kept lying to the court and to me to deny mo copies then. When I told the appeals office 
..here they were they either did not look or looiced inadquately because they 3 ent me no 
copies. Then several years later I was written telling me they had been found. They did 
not^where I had told them, but that was one of the places I specified. <vnd even then I 
was no p.ovrkled with the copies that were to have been given to me without charge. 

lhen, no happened within my experience earlier and has happened since, including 
only recently, the WARS again became the willing frdtf/f’or agencies, detemindd to withhold 
under 1 OIA. ■‘■hey pick and chose what they dump oi?^AR3 and it is to the best of my know- 
ledge an insignificant percentage of their assassination holdings. 

ihe first time something like’ this happened that I now recall was 20 or more years ago. 
The Secret service had reached an amicable agreement with me to disclose certain records !B 
wanted but not all it had. Once this, agreement was reached it was nullified by the geeret 
Service being required to transfer those holdings to IJARS, which promptly refused to 
abide by that agreement. I'd have had to sue for information tliat really was non-exempt. 

Only this month the OIA did something similar , accompanied by an enormous misrep- 
resentation, tliat it w as thereby disclosing its Oswald file. I have been given copies of 
•'hat Director Oates dumped on~o NAAS for his media blitz and there is no new information 
in it. And one difierence to requesters, aside from the additional delay contrived in the 
name oi openness is to multiply the cost 2 l/2 times. Another obvious consequence is that 
if a FOIu suit is filed the CIA will not be the defendant and WARS will be. 

If IbikJ is willing, as it has to now Deen, to be a mere utensil for those agencies 
with a long record of seeking to frustrate FOIA requests and stonewall requesters, tliat 
I can do notiiing about except to wonder about the political redefinition of scholarship. 

3ut xor myself, on principle, I will not pay for what f have been gypped out of after 
having much oi my life wasted in court by those who have never been honest with me or with 
FOXa in ny painfully long experiences with them. I cannot sue. If I do not get them free 
as a matter of right I'll not have those tapes find tlie arcliive I leave will reflect why.
